Superintendent of Police Charles 
Percival Smith, who succeeded the late 
lames I. Donaghy as chief of the 
township force, came to Lower Merion 
from McKecs Rocks, Pa., taking up his 
duties on September 1, 192fi. His has 
been a colorful career winch includes 
service in the Spanish War, m the 
Pennsv'vaiiia coal riots of 1"02. five 
years "in the State Police, and a con- 
siderable period as the head of a pri- 
vate police organization of a manu- 
facturing company. 

Born in dermantown in 18/-+, super- 
intendent Smith was educated in the- 
Germaiitown schools. Always fond of 
sports and outdoor life, young Smith 
made quite- a name for himselt as a 
basketball. football and basebal 
plaver. 11' was a member ol the old 
Germaiitown V. M. <-'. A. basketball 
team, which was one of the outstand- 
ing court teams of its day. 

Ardmore Recollections. 
He learned to swim at the old Riv- 
erside Park, where the Wissahickon 
empties into the Schuylkill, and re- 
calls riding over to Ardmore on a bi- 
cvcle to visit friends. "It it had rained 
the night before." the Superintendent 
said, "the pike. war. a sea of mud, and 
if it hadn't rained, it wa.s a cloud of 

dust." , . , i 

lie had not been working long when 
the Maine disaster forced the country 
into war with Spain. Smith, who was 
24 at the time, and had gamed a lik- 
ing for outdoor military life in the 
National Guard, looked upon tins as 
his opportunity, and asked his fathers 
permission to enlist. "All right, said 
the parent, "vou've been playing at 
being a soldier long enough, now go 
ahead and he one!" 

The Youngest Captain. 
Me received a commission as cap- 
tain of Company K. 1st Pennsylvania 
Volunteer Infantry, which was com- 
manded bv the late General Wendell 
V Bowman, then Colonel Bowman, 
of Merion. Smith had the distinction 
of being the youngest company com- 
mander in the regiment. A friendship 
sprang up between him and the cap- 
tain of Coinpanv H. Frank H. Svkes. 
now president of the Lower Merion 
Board of Commissioners, which has 
lasted to this day. _ 

One of Superintendent Smith s proud 
possessions, locked safely away in Ins 
desk at the Ardmore Station House, 
is the original Muster-In and Muster- 
Out rolls of his company. 

After he was mustered out of the 
service, Smith went into the construc- 
tion business for a while with his 
brother in New York City. It was not 
long before he was back m military 
service, however, serving as an offi- 
cer in the Pennsylvania National 
Guard in the coal riots at Hazleton

When the late Colonel John L. 

Groome set about organizing the State- 
Police. Smith was one of the tirst 
men chosen to aid him. He served as 
captain of a troop of State Police for 
five years. , 

While on dutv on the scene ot a 
labor disturbance in western Pennsyl- 
vania Smith attracted the attention of 
officials of the Pressed Steel Car Coin- 
panv and accepted a position with then 
as sunerintendent of police for that 
corporation in 1909. He set about or- 
ganizing a private police force to look 
after the company's property and in- 
terests scattered in towns and villages 
from Pittsburgh to Chicago and was

III autumn I cannot long forget the 
trees. Their sudden brilliance invades 
my consciousness and colors my days. 
In the boughs of the trees the two 
golds meet — mellow gold of October 
sun and ruddy gold of turning leaves. 
How the sunlight on the leaves dis- 
covers all their sere fragility, reveals 
them as travelers toward death! For 
this is the season of radiant death. 

In one of the new books I find again 
the autumnal theme of radiant death. 
The book is Stark Young's "Street of 
the Islands," a collection of stories 
and sketches marked by rare grace 
and wisdom. 

The six stories are set amidst vari- 
ous scenes. The backgrounds, Spain, 
Italy, Texas and Louisiana, are alike, 
only in that each is a sunny land. An 
impression of warm sunlight flows 
from the pages of this book. Like 
interludes of shadow are the five brief 
sketches, "Felipe," "Miss Sissie," and 
the rest, exquisite bits to be read and 
enjoyed, probably to be re-read. But 
the strength of the collection is the 
sunlit longer stories. 

Of each, the central character stands, 
lonely and defenseless, at his journey's 
end. Stark Young presents them as 
they go to their death, quietly and gal- 
lantly as the autumn leaves. These 
are frail folk — frail by nature or worn 
down by circumstance. To understand 
the dignity, the meaning in each life- 
story, (he reader has need of that 
kind, penetrating light, the author's in- 
terpretation. 

The first story, "The Land of Juan 
de Dios," seems to this reviewer a 
novel and distinguished contribution to 
the vast literature of mother love. Xo 
one could read, unmoved, the account 
of the long and tedious journey of 
Dona Remedios to the home of the 
son, who, as a small child, had been 
torn from her and who had grown to 
manhood in faraway lands. It was 
Dona Remedios' idea that between 
mother and son "there must be dignity, 
grace, decent form, respect." These 
she preserved, though she came to him 
as a penniless and feeble old woman. 
Moreover, impoverished, weak and dy- 
ing, Dona Remedios was yet able to 
bring to her son a very great gift. The 
story is really one of triumph. 

Mysticism plays faintly about the 
story called "The Light on the Hills." 
The narrator was haunted by the 
memory of a cousin, a woman older 
than himself. Life had defeated her. 
consistently kept from her the good 
that she deserved. Long after her 
death, Shelton was still troubled by tin- 
wish to communicate to Cousin Lucy 
a word of understanding. He had a 
sense of her soul lingering near, need- 
ing his message. The pain lifted when 
he saved her young granddaughter 
from just such a life as had wasted 
Lucy. This is a scrap of the old South 
that Stark Young knows well. 

The South again, but not so old, is 
in the story of Beatus Rex, the Louisi- 
ana boy whose fault was that, esteem- 
ing himself not at all, he valued un- 
duly the other fellow's happiness. Rex 
died in the convent at Fiesole, a place 
which Stark Young must love. Ex- 
quisitely he has recorded its beauty. 

"Campo Santo" is perhaps an essay, 
perhaps a story. Here, again, a place 
and its spirit are truly expressed. 

The book creates the illusion of 
blended arts. Having finished the read- 
ing, having laid the stories aside for 
a while, one can scarcely believe that 
the author here availed himself of no 
other medium than language. I myself 
shall always recall "The Passionate 
Road" as violin music. The brief 
"Cowboy at the Antique Shop Win- 
dow" was surely a bit of sculpture, 
and were there not paintings, many 
and beautiful? 

It is a book to be recommended with 
errthusiasm; a -reflective, civilized book, 
Still atvcf brighrrlfke Indian summer.

Samuel M. Vauclain, of Rosemont, 
chairman of a special committee which 
waited upon Governor Fisher to pro- 
test against the proposed by-pass high- 
way, reported the results of the expe- 
dition at a meeting of the Rosemont 
Civic Association October 10. The 
meeting was held in the parish house 
of the Church of the Good Shepherd. 
Rosemont. 

The committee had little time with 
the Governor because of a Cabinet 
meeting which his excellency had 
overlooked in making the appointment. 
In conferring with the State Highway 
Department officials it was discovered 
an alternate route had been proposed 
which met with less favor with the j 
delegation than the original one. j 

In order to make the whole thing i 
perfectly open and above board Mr. 
Vauclain had invited Colonel Samuel j 
Price Wcthcrill, Jr.. president of the 
Regional Planning Federation, which 
is strongly advocating the construc- 
tion of such a by-pass highway. 

When the Main Line delegation 
finally got audience with Governor 
Fisher, Colonel Wethcrill interrupted 
Mr. Vauclain's story to present the Re- 
uional Planning Federation's view be- 
fore the Governor. Mr. Vauclain, 
however, "butted in" on Mr. Wethcrill 
and emphatically told the Governor 
that the residents of the affected sec- 
tion were unalterably opposed to such 
a highway. 

Assurance was given the delegation 
by the Governor that no further steps 
would be taken on the matter during 
the present administration. 

Efforts will be made, Mr. Vauclain 
said, to have the proposed route taken 
from the map of the State Highway 
Department. 

With the matter sidetracked for the 
remainder of Governor Fisher's ad- 
ministration, Mr. Vauclain is optimis- 
t ; c about a favorable settlement when 
a new Governor takes office. 

"1 do not know how you people 
f 'el about it, but I think the next 
( ovcrnor will be Mr. Hemphill, of 
West Chester." Mr. Vauclain said.

Scoutmaster of Troop 1, Lansdowne 
l'a. The Eagle Scouts were T. S. Fet- 
ter, Jr., and Henry K. Hicks, of Troop 
No. 1, Lansdowne; Robert Brown 
Troop No. 5, Morristown; Chandler 
Pitcher, Troop No. 1, Wynnewood; 
William Macan and John Condon, 
Troop No. 2, Bala-Cynwyd, and John 
Mitchell, Troop No. 3, Swarthmore. 

The Scouts were on duty throughout 
the entire day. They assisted the radio 
engineers during the morning in set 
ting up portables and short wave trans 
mitters, with which it was planned to 
describe in detail each movement of the 
play on the 16th, 17th and 18th holes. 

As no direct communication lines 
were available Eagle Scout Fetter was 
stationed on the roof of the clubhouse 
to relay messages to his Scout co- 
workers, stationed at remote points, 
and thus convey to them signals to in- 
form the radio announcers when to go 
on the air. 

Due to the enormous crowd witness- 
ing the event and also to air condi- 
tions which made short-wave transmis- 
sion practically impossible, it became 
impracticable to use the portable trans- 
mitter to any considerable degree. This 
gave an even greater opportunity for 
Scout service and they relayed, with 
signal flags, the details of play. The 
signals were received by two Scouts on 
the top of the clubhouse who, in turn, 
relayed the messages for broadcast to 
i'aul Douglas, the radio announcer. 

The crowd increased hour by hour 
and it soon became impossible, because 
of the density about the players, to use 
the signal flag system successfully. 
Here the Scouts were again of utmost 
service and relayed messages on foot 
from the scene of the play to the an- 
nouncer and it was thus possible to 
radio the play by play description. 
Despite the difficulties, communication 
was kept open at all times by Commis- 
sioner Saurman and K. \V. Stowman, 
Director of Public Relations for Sta- 
tion WCAL' who was in charge of the 
field transmitter. 

The Scouts participating in this ac- 
tivity were highly commended by the 
officials of the broadcasting company. 
A letter to E. A. Carlson, of Ardmore, 
Scout Executive of Delaware and 
Montgomery Counties Council, from 
the company, said: "Without the as- 
sistance of the eight Eagle Scouts we 
feel that it would have been impossible 
for us to serve the radio public through 
the Columbia Broadcasting system 
with up to the minute reports as to the 
progress of the match which ended 
with Bobby Jones the winner. Every 
boy did his bit and was a willing 
worker from early morning until late 
afternoon." 



College Building Progresses 

Rapid progress is being made by 
Warren Brothers in the erection of 
Villanova's new School of Commerce 
and Finance. The new structure, which 
will be completed early in February, 
will contain classrooms with a seating 
capacity of 820. Administrative offi- 
ces and an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 550. In addition to its 
fifty-four courses covering most of the 
technical phases of Commerce and 
Finance, the school has announced a 
new branch of studies in education.

School Enrollment j 
Shows Big Increase 

The total enrollment in Lower Mer- 
ion Township schools to date numbers 
4816, according to the report of Super- 
intendent S. E. Downs read at the 
October meeting of the School Board 
Wednesday the 8th. This represents j 
an increase of 469 students over last 
year. The Senior High School shows ! 
the highest proportional gain with 841,: 
enrolled, an increase of 104 over last 
year. | 

In order to avoid congestion in the j 
high schools in the future the Board is 
contemplating the erection of a com- 
bined classroom and administration 
building on the site of the present ten- 
nis courts on the school grounds. By 
providing facilities in this building for 
music, art and manual departments, 
in addition to classrooms, the Board i 
feels that the erection of an additional ' 
junior high school may be deferred for j 
several years. Such a step would pro- 
vide extra room in the two high school 
buildings by centering all offices, stock 
rooms and distributing departments in 
the new building. 

Superintendent Downs was author- 
ized by the Board to visit outstanding 
modern schools this winter, and to 
submit by April sketches and tentative 
plans for such a combined building to- 
gether with definite reasons for each 
feature recommended for adoption. 

Satisfactory progress on the new 
Penn Wynne elementary school was 
reported. The completion of this 
building next summer will prevent 
overcrowding in the Wynnewood Road 
School, Mr. Downs pointed out. It 
will also provide, he said, an additional 
feeder to the high schools.

Attack Beetle Grubs Now 
| to Save Lawns in Spring 

j The Indian summer days of October 
I inspire gardening enthusiasts to plan 
I for better, if not bigger, gardens next 
j spring. For fall is the time to do the 
foundation work for the garden. Not 
I only n. planning new color schemes 
j and grouping effects on paper, but the 
. preparatory work of all sorts that will 
! make the garden a success next year 
should be done now. 

An important point we must not 

overlook is that insidious pest, the 

! lapancso beetle. What! Still the 

| beetle! Why not forget him until the 

i spring at least? 

j Hut that is not the way at all, ac- 
i cording to the advice of Richard 
jSchwoebcl, well-known Ardmore land- 
I scape architect. According to this ex- 
jpert. the time to get the beetle is right 
now when the grub beetle is feeding 
! upon the roots of the grass, from two 
; or four inches under the surface of 
ithe lawn. 

' The total life cycle of the Japanese | 
beetle is one year, Mr. Schwochel ex- j 
i plained, and the greater part of the 
I time is spent in the soil, lirst as an egg, 
I then a larva or grub. When the fly- 
j ing time arrives the beetle is almost 
at the end of its existence, so that is 
I the reason that it is important work 
j now to stamp out the grub. 

Later in the year the grub bores 
deeper into the ground and when 
I everybody is busy doing their Christ- 
linas shopping the grub is thoroughly 
I entrenched to spend the rest of the 
i winter. Then in March and continti- 
'ing until the time of emergencies in 
i the summer, the beetle grub is again 
i close to the surface and again feeding 
i upon the live roots of the grass. 
j "The United States Department of 
i Agriculture after years of experimen- 
i tation,' says Mr. Schwocble, "have 
I recommended the application of pow- 
! dered lead arsenate mixed with a hcav- 
j ier material such as sand or loam as 
I the most successful method of com- 
i bating the beetle grub. It has been 
| found that such applications are ef- 
i fective for a period of two to three 
' vears. It is an erroneous impression 
that the arsenate of lead used for the 
Japanese beetle would harm either the 
birds or the small animals 

"The main thing to be watched," 
continued Mr. Schwoebel, "is that 
some of the commercial fertilizers if 
used with arsenate of lead react 
I against one another and in this way 
i reduce . the effectiveness of both. 
Therefore it is always well to have 
expert advice as to the proper fertil- 
izer to use." 

Just like lightning one can never 
tell when and where the beetle is going 
to strike next. So don't run the risk 
of having these unwelcome winter 
boarders burrowing under your lawn 
this winter, but get after them now.

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Community of Rose Valley, Smallest Borough 
in U. S., Sets Face Against 'Progress' 



The smallest borough in the United 
States, where there is no public 
school; where pro-.erty owners are 
forbidden to lay sick Iks in front of 
their property; and where the borough 
council is composed of very wealthy 
men, exists in neighboring Delaware 
County. 

Rose Valley, three miles from 
Chester, with its population of 300 
and its background of culture and art, 
is probably one of the most unique, 
as well as one of the most beautiful 
settlements in this State. 

The colored chauffeur of one of the 
borough's wealthiest residents, the lat- 
ter burgess, is the constable and a% 
such represents the majesty of the law 
in the town. Stores are absolutely 
forbidden, paved streets are banned, 
and for many years the taxes collected 
have remained in a bank unused. 

This modern Utopia was founded as 
a single tax colony in 1901 by Wil- 
liam Price and Frank Stephens, but 
after several years a difference in 
opinion regarding the management of 
the colony led to Stephens' with- 
drawal. He later went to Arden, Del., 
and there founded a single-tax colony 
and carried out his own ideas. 

Price, however, remained, and Rose 
Valley soon became a colony of paint- 
ers, sculptors and other devotees of 
the arts. Two abandoned mills, each 
almost 200 years old, became the ren- 
dezvous for the Rose Valley Folks, 
as they call themselves, and meetings, 
plays and social gatherings were held 
nightly in the old stone mills. 

One day, several years later. Jasper 
Deeter, a well-known actor, passed 
through the quaint settlement, and was 
struck by the beauty of one of the 
mills, and the idea of producing plays, 
with artistic rather than mercenary 
success in view, became imbedded in 
his mind. 

With nine dollars in his pocket and 
countless ideas in his mind, Deeter 
started the Hedgerow Repertory 
Croup, and in 1923 the first plays were 
presented to an audience consisting 
mainly of Philadelphia art lovers and 
residents of the Valley. The company 
has continued successfully since that 
time, until today it is known through- 
out the country, and has numbered 
Ann Harding, Emerson Tracy, Eva Le 
Callicnne and Paul Robeson amongst 
its players. 

The theatre is perhaps the outstand- 
ing feature of Rose Valley today, and 
the colony has gradually grown up 
around it. attracting numerous artists | 
who now make the place their home. 

In their efforts to retain the rustic 
atmosphere, the borough council of 
Rose Valley banned sidewalks, husi- ' 
nesses of any description and even I 
paved streets. There is no public 
school within the borough limits, the | 
children attending the Wallingford j 
School. When the residents wish to ' 
attend church, they also have to leave ' 
the borough. 

Arthur Rich, colored chauffeur for 
Maurice Bower Saul, millionaire at- ' 
tomey and burgess of the borough, is ! 
constable and the only law-enforcine j 
officer in the borough. What Rich 
does when he makes an arrest is prob- j 
lematical for there is no magistrate to i 
sentence his prisoner. j 

The residents emphatically state that | 
they have no wish to modernize the I 
borough, wishing to retain the quiet, j 



peaceful surroundings which make the 
place one of the most unique of Phila- 
delphia suburbs. 



Rosemont Gentry Protest 
Against Sewer Thru Estates 

Protests were lodged with the 
Power Merion Hoard of Commission- 
ers by several large property owners 
in Rosemont against the construction 
of a sewer which would run across 
their properties. 

Those who appeared and spoke in 
protest against the sewer were Mrs. 
Henry Elision, John M. Denison and 
John Ru>sell. Jr.. who appeared on 
behalf of William L. Austin. 

The ordinance calling for the con- 
struction of this sewer was adopted 
following a discussion by the commis- 



sion. The proposed sewer will serve 
the section bounded by Old Gulph 
Road, Roberts and Airedale Roads, 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and County 
Pine Road and Spring Mill Road. 

There arc quite a number of small 
property owners in this section in ad- 
dition to Rosemont College which 
would be served by the sewer, -A. D. 
Warnock pointed out. "I do not see 
why we should not help the majority 
of the people in the section. The large 
estate owners can have their cesspools 
on their properties if they wish, but 
the small properly owners cannot." 

A resolution was adopted by the 
Board approving of co-operation be- 
tween the Township Highway Depart- 
ment and the City of Philadelphia in 
the widening of City Pine at the bridge 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad tracks 
at the Bala Station. 

Permission will be sought from the 
State to relocate the channel of River 
Road. The contract for the paving 
has been awarded to the Suburban 
Construction Company, but awaits the 
Stale's approval.

At the October meeting of the 
Health Committee, Community Health 
and Civic Association of Ardmore, the 
resignation of Dr. A. L. Dewees, chair- 
man, was accepted with regret and the 
organization voiced its appreciation for 
his years of faithful service and leader- 
ship under which the Health Service 
has shown continuous growth and has 
become a vital factor in the life of the 
community. Dr. Dewees has been ac- 
tively connected with the organization 
since 1917. 

Announcement of the appointment of 
the Rev. Andrew Mutch, D. D., to suc- 
ceed Dr. Dewees was made by William 
J. Serrill, president of the association, 
and received with enthusiasm. Dr. 
Mutch has served the organization for 
years as an officer, also on the Health 
Committee and is familiar with its 
policies and activities. A year of in- 
creasing service to the committee is 
foreseen. 

Mrs. K. F. Tuil introduced Miss 
Evaline Davis from the national or- 
ganization for Public Health Nursing, 
who spoke on the "Responsibilities of 
I'oard Members of Nursing Organiza- 
tions." 

In giving the directors report of 
the Health Service for the past four 
months, Miss Rose Ehrenfeld praised 
the volunteer workers for their con- 
stancy of service this summer at the 
Child Health Centres which showed a 
decided increase in attendance over 
that of last summer; also reported 7116 
visits made by the staff nurses and an 
increased demand for maternity serv- 
ice particularly the "delivery service," 
which was undertaken at the sugges- 
tion of the Medical Advisorv Commit- 
tee. 

Staff nurses assisted at the Red 
Cross First Aid Station, Merion Golf 
Club, each day during the national 
amateur golf tournament; sixty-one 
emergencies received attention.
